The  first  graduating  class  of  De  Motte  High  School  consisted  of  one  student  and  has  grown 
continuously  since.    The  1963  senior  class  of  thirty-three  students  will  mark  the  end  of  smaller 
groups.    The  1964  class  will  graduate  fifty -eight  students  while  the  1965  class  should  include 
seventy  graduates. 

The  original  1914  structure  has  been  remodeled  four  times,  namely:    1919,   1933,   1935, 
and  1957.    Enrollment  has  increased  the  last  few  years  making  another  addition  necessary.  The 
State  Department  is  requiring  new  home  economics  and  industrial  arts  departments  as  these  are 
very  obsolete.    In  1965  industrial  education  must  be  offered  in  six  areas  and  the  present  facilities 
only  accommodate  two  teaching  areas.    A  six  room  addition  will  be  needed  to  meet  the  in- 
creased elementary  enrollment .
